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DISTRIBUTION OF BRITAIN’S SHOPS AND 
SERVICE TRADES 


HE LATEST REPORT® of the Census of Distribution and 

Other Services in Great Britain breaks fresh ground by giving 

particulars of service trades which were not covered in the 
Short Reportt and by showing how the shops and other establish- 
ments serving the public are distributed in the towns and counties 
of Great Britain. Particulars are given for the smallest towns, 
down to those of only 2,500 inhabitants, and similar particulars 
are given for the rural part of each county, that is, for the parts of 
the county which are not contained in towns of more than 2,500 
inhabitants. 

For larger towns, having 25,000 inhabitants or more, there are 
tables showing particulars of the retail and service establishments 
classified by kind of business, and in the largest towns the classifica- 
tion is in full detail, under more than 80 headings. 

Particulars of the service trades, summarized for the whole 
country, are given in table 3. Here, under 24 headings, are 
different classes of catering establishments, motor trade, cycle and 
garage businesses, repairers working for the general public and 
hairdressing, funeral furnishing and portrait photography businesses. 
The catering businesses include canteens for H.M. forces and 
industrial canteens, but not canteens providing school meals, and 
they do not cover catering in residential establishments, such as 
hotels, or the trade of public houses. 

The takings reported by the motor vehicle and cycle trades 
amounted to £546 million. Takings in the catering group were

£277 million, of which £84 million came from canteens, £33 million 
from fried fish shops, £31 million from licensed restaurants and 
catering in railway stations, and the rest, amounting to £129 
million, came from unlicensed restaurants, cafes, snack bars, coffee- 
stalls, etc. Among repairers, apart from the repair side of the motor 
trade, the largest group is boot and shoe repairers of whom there 
were 16,000 with total takings of £17 million in the year. These 
figures for boot and shoe repairers do not include the takings for 
repairs in establishments which also sell boots and shoes. 

The distribution in Scotland, Wales and the regions of England 
of all the 684,764 retail and service establishments included in this 
report is shown in Table 5, with the number of businesses of each 
kind, the takings, numbers of persons engaged, both full and part 
time, and wages and salaries paid. 

The takings of the motor vehicle and cycle trades per head of the 
population were highest in the South Eastern region (excluding 
Greater London) and the Southern region. Greater London had 
the highest takings per head for the catering group of trades, but 
the sales of fried fish shops were greatest, in proportion to the 
population, in the East and West Ridings of Yorkshire, the Northern 
and the North Western Regions. 

The first table in the volume gives the greatest amount of geo- 
graphical detail, including counties, large and small towns in them 
and the remainder of the county, but in this table there is no analysis 
of the kinds of business. For each town or area the population is 
given as well as the number of retail and service establishments, 
with total takings and particulars of persons engaged and wages 
and salaries paid. Altogether 1,069 towns are shown. ‘The 
country districts outside the towns, called “‘ remainder of county,” 
though they may hold considerable populations, had fewer shops and 
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service establishments per thousand inhabitants than the average. 
For Great Britain as a whole there were 14 retail and service establish- 
ments per thousand of the population but in the ‘ remainder of 
county ” areas in England there were seldom more than 10 per 1,000, 
and the average size of the establishments in the county districts was 
usually small. In Wales the country districts of the non-industrial 
counties were well provided with small establishments, but in 
Scotland, with a few exceptions, the number of shops per 1,000 in- 
habitants in the country districts was low. 


Conurbations 


The volume devotes a table (No. 7) to the English conurbations. 
These are areas of urban development where a number of separate 
towns have grown into each other and become linked by such factors 
as common industrial or business interest. Greater London is the 
primary example of a conurbation, but a similar linking up has been 
proceeding in other areas as the population increased, and six conurba- 
tions have recently been defined officially. 

The Census results show that retail sales and payments for services 
per head of the population are usually greater in a conurbation than 
in the region in which it lies. ‘The average size of establishments in a 
conurbation is as a rule somewhat greater than the average for the 
region, but the differences between a conurbation and its surrounding 
region are not more striking than the differences between regions, and 
the conurbations differ a good deal from one another. ‘The tendency 
to small establishments in the North-West region, which was noticed 
in connection with the Short Report, is now seen to be specially 
concentrated in the South-East Lancashire conurbation (Manchester 
and surrounding towns) and to be absent in the Merseyside conurba- 
tion (Liverpool and surrounding towns), although spending on goods 
and services was lower in the Merseyside conurbation.

Large Cities 


Some common characteristics can be found among the largest 
towns, of over 250,000 inhabitants, particulars for which are given in 
‘Table 8. ‘Typically they had a high average size of establishment, 
a concentration of clothing and furniture shops, and high catering 
sales compared with the region in which they are situated. There 
were, on the other hand, striking local differences. Comparing 
Edinburgh and Bristol, which are almost equal in population, it is 
found that Edinburgh had a slightly higher number of establishments 
but very much higher sales—the average turnover of the establishments 
and the total sales per head of the population were both larger in 
Edinburgh. Sales of food and clothing were higher in Edinburgh 
and there were more department and variety stores. Hairdressing 
and the motor trades were equally represented in both cities, and the 
number of catering establishments did not differ greatly, except that 
Bristol showed more canteens. 

‘Total sales in confectioners’, tobacconists’ and newsagents’ shops 
were considerably higher at £5,908,000 in Edinburgh than in Bristol 
(£4,189,000). ‘There were almost equal numbers of clothing shops 
in the two cities, but the sales in the Edinburgh clothing establishments 
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exceeded those in Bristol by nearly 50 per cent. This observation 
combined with the high sales of department and variety stores in 
Edinburgh, £8,278,000, against Bristol’s £3,384,000, make it evident 
that Edinburgh is notably more important than Bristol as a centre 
for clothing purchases. The tourist trade of Edinburgh and its 
metropolitan character probably provide the explanation. 

There is a considerable difference in the numbers employed in 
distribution in the two cities. In Edinburgh 33,229 persons were 
engaged full-time and 7,446 part-time in retail sales and services 
amounting to £75 million. In Bristol sales of £55 million were 
effected by 22,982 full-time and 4,602 part-time workers. The sales 
per worker, counting part-time workers equally with full-time 
workers, were £1,840 in Edinburgh and £1,990 in Bristol. 


Smaller Towns 


For towns with between 100,000 and 250,000 inhabitants (table 9) 
and for those with from 50,000 to 100,000 inhabitants (table 10), 
particulars of the retail and service establishments are given in only 
slightly less detail than for the largest towns. For the towns of from 
25,000 to 50,000 establishments the list of kinds of business is shorter, 
so as to avoid the possibility of revealing information about individual 
businesses, and consists of 27 headings. The total of retail establish- 
ments is given, and in table 1 the total of retail and service establish- 
ments may be found. Thus for each town totals are available but 
only selected kinds of business are shown individually. 

To show the possibilities of this table a comparison between some 
of the figures for Pontypridd in Glamorganshire (pop. 39,220) and 
Hinckley in Leicestershire (pop. 39,050) may serve as an example.

These figures show Pontypridd as having larger retail establishments, 
on the average, and over one-third higher total retail sales than 
Hinckley, though sales in grocery shops were a good deal less. 
Clothing sales were very much higher in Pontypridd, where the 
clothing shops are not more numerous but have an average turnover 
of £17,000 compared with £4,700 in Hinckley. More household 
furnishings were sold in Pontypridd than in Hinckley and catering 
sales were higher. On the other hand hairdressers and the motor 
trades did more business in Hinckley. 

The rates of clothing and furniture sales per head of the population 
in Pontypridd were much above the average for Great Britain, and 
suggest that the town is a shopping centre for major domestic 
purchases for a wide and thickly populated countryside (the Rhondda 
Valley). On the other hand, sales of furniture and clothing in 
Hinckley were below the national average, which may suggest that 
competition is felt from a larger town in the neighbourhood (Leicester). 
In the retail establishments of Pontypridd more full-time and fewer 
part-time workers than at Hinckley were engaged. The retail sales 
per worker, taking full and part-time workers together, were £2,410 
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in Pontypridd, and £2,200 in Hinckley, compared with a national 
average figure of £2,170. 


Part-time Workers 


In all the tables in this report the full-time and part-time workers 
are shown separately, but no distinction ts made between proprietors 
and family workers and employees. In the first table, giving the 
fullest geographical analysis, male and female full-time workers are 
shown separately. In the whole of Great Britain, and in all the 684,764 
retail and service establishments included in this report, there were 
1,259,372 male and 1,157,308 female full-time workers in 1950 and 
587,724 part-time workers. ‘The total was 3,004,404 of which 20 per 
cent. were part-timers. On the census forms persons working in the 
business were entered as part-time workers if they were engaged to 
work for less than 30 hours a week in the week ended June 24, 1950, 
for which the count was taken. The figure for part-time workers 
therefore includes members of the proprietor’s family who gave a little 
help and school children acting as delivery boys for newsagents or 
others and persons who may have been employed for a single half-day 
a week. The tables show that in the establishments of greengrocers 
and fruiterers, confectioners, tobacconists and newsagents, booksellers 
and stationers, off-licences, and the catering group, especially the 
unlicensed restaurants and cafes and fried fish shops, a high proportion 
of the workers were part-timers. A high proportion of part-time 
workers may be expected to occur in “* one-man ’’ businesses where 
the proprietor has occasional help from his family ; in businesses 
which are not open for the usual working hours, such as off-licences 
and many fried fish shops ; or where there is need for early morning 
delivery, for example in the sale and delivery of newspapers by 
newsagents and by booksellers and stationers. ‘There were appreciable 
numbers of part-tumers in most kinds of business, but the proportion 
was very low in the department stores, in men’s hairdressers and in 
the motor trades. ‘The high proportion of part-time workers shown 
for electricity and gas showrooms arises from the fact that serving in 
the showroom is done by workers who have other duties. 

No information was available in the Census returns about the 
number of hours worked by part-timers. Accordingly the Report 
does not attempt to value their contribution, as is done, for instance, 
in some kinds of statistical work, by treating two part-time workers 
as equivalent to one full-time worker. ‘The numbers are given in full, 
exactly as they were given on the census forms, to enable readers with 
special knowledge of any trade to make their own allowances for the 
part-time workers when using the figures, 


Employment Factor 


As the census information given by each firm showed the wages 
paid in the week ended June 24, 1950, and the total of wages and 
salaries paid for the year of return, it was possible to discover whether 
the specified week chosen was a normal week, from the point of view 
of wages earned in distribution, by comparing the wages paid for the 
week with one fifty-second of the wages paid for the year. This was 
done for each town and the results are shown in table 1 in the column 
headed Employment Factor. ‘The index figure 100 means that the 
wages for the specified week were between 95 per cent. and 105 per 
cent. of the average weekly wages in that town, for the year. In 
practically all towns the percentage fell between these limits, and the 
index is 100. ‘The index 110 appears for a few towns, and means that 
the wages for the specified week were between 105 per cent. and 
115 per cent. of the average weekly wages. ‘The index 120 means 
that the percentage was over 115 per cent. It will be found that 
indices over 100 are practically confined to popular holiday resorts 
where a seasonal increase in distributive employment was already 
established by the week ended June 24. For some towns, usually 
small towns, the index is 90, showing that the wages paid in the 
specified week were below the average for the year. ‘This may have 
been due to a variety of causes. The opening of a large business, 
for example, a new branch of a multiple store, after the specified 
week had passed but before the end of the year, would produce this 
effect. 


Central Offices and Warehouses 


The tables so far noted all refer to the number of establishments 
open to the public, each branch of a multiple organization or a co- 
operative society counting as an establishment. ‘The larger organiza- 
tions, however, may have central establishments, which may be head 
offices, sub-offices, warehouses, central kitchens and central transport 
garages. ‘These are part of the retail distributive system or of the 
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provision of services to the public, and they are covered in this report 
by means of separate tables. In table 2 their location in the standard 
regions and in selected towns is shown, with the number of persons 
engaged. In tables 4 and 6 they are shown, with an analysis by kind 
of business, for Great Britain as a whole, and for the Standard Regions 
respectively. Central establishments of food retailers, of retail 
co-operative societies and of caterers were fairly numerous in all 
regions, but there were few central establishments of clothing retailers 
in the South, outside Greater London, which had more and larger 
central establishments than any other region. In this respect the 
closest rivals of London were the North Western region and Scotland, 
where there were large numbers of central establishments of the 
retail co-operative societies. 


Completeness of the Census 


The figures used in this article are taken from the tables in the 
report, without any correction for the incompleteness of the response 
to the Census. Estimates of the short-fall in the retail and service 
trade figures for the whole country are given in the form of percentages 
in the introduction to the report. ‘They were obtained by calling on 
a sample of traders from whom no forms had been received, and by 
examining the census office records. The use of these correcting 
figures gives improved accuracy in the totals for the country, but the 
corrections do not necessarily give equally accurate results if they are 
applied to smaller geographical units, because the response rate may 
differ in different parts of the country. 
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The introduction and appendices to the volume are essential to a 
full understanding of the figures given in the tables. They explain 
the processes by which businesses were classified under the various 
headings, according to the information given by traders on the census 
forms, and give definitions of the geographical sub-divisions used. 


This report is the first of the three final volumes which will constitute 
the full report on the Census of Distribution. The two later volumes 
will deal with the retail and service trades emphasizing their economic 
characteristics but with little geographical analysis, and with wholesale 
trade respectively. 


Use of the Area Tables 


A photographic process, reproducing vari-typed material on a 
reduced scale has been chosen, on grounds of speed of operation and 
of cost, for the publication of the three volumes of the report. A 
printed volume would have cost several times as much. 


A short article cannot touch upon everything that is to be obtained 
by a study of this report. ‘The use made of it will depend upon the 
interest of the reader in a particular type of business or a particular 
area, The facts in it are not summarized with any special interest in 
view, but in the way thought most likely to make all the available 
facts readily accessible. An index of towns is provided, to assist 
the reader, and also a glossary of the kinds of business, to show what 
is included under the short headings in the tables. 


Index of Industrial Production 


HE provisional Index of Industrial Production for June, 1953, 

published by the Central Statistical Office, is 119 ; this compares 

with 123 for May 1953, and 112 for June 1952. The figures for 
the three months were affected by public holidays. 


The table below shows the provisional figures for June, together 
with detailed indices for May and earlier dates. Several of the figures

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Plans for London Section of Next 


Year’s B.LF. 


ORE THAN three times as many firms are being invited to take 

part in the London section of the 1954 British Industries Fair 
than have ever been approached before. The invitations will be 
backed by a vigorous campaign to tell manufacturers how they can 
benefit from exhibiting at the Fair. Six times as much money will 
be spent on press advertising at home to bring British exhibitors and 
buyers to the 1954 B.L.F. 

In previous years about 9,000 firms, mostly previous exhibitors, 
have received somewhat formal invitations to take space in the London 
sections of the Fair. But this week 30,000 manufacturers all over 
Britain will receive letters from the Board of Trade Controller in 
their area and each letter will be accompanied by specially prepared 
sales material giving them much more information about the Fair 
and what it has to offer than has ever been sent out previously. This 
widespread campaign means that B.I.F. will be brought to the 
attention of thousands of firms which have never yet been asked to 
exhibit but for whom B.I.F. may well provide just the opportunity 
they need to put their products easily and cheaply before buyers 
from all over the world. 


Regional Offices Will Go “ All Out” 


Regional Offices of the Board of Trade, which is responsible for the 
London sections of the Fair, are this year, for the first time, using 
their resources and local knowledge on behalf of B.I.F. They will 
make a special approach to every firm which, on receiving a preliminary 
letter, shows any desire to know more about the Fair. Each Regional 
Office is confident that by this method it will be possible to obtain 
a substantial increase in the numbers of exhibitors from their Region 
showing at the Fair. Staff with experience of each particular 
industry’s requirements at the Fair will be available at the B.I.F.’s 
London headquarters to give specialized assistance and advice where 
it will be specially helpful. 


Space Being Sold from Plans 


This year also there are two radical changes in the method of 
reserving space, both of which have been adopted to help the manu- 
facturer. First, plans are being prepared showing the actual sites 
available in each trade section, and intending exhibitors will be invited 
to choose the location they prefer instead of having to apply for so 
many square feet of space and leaving their exact position to be 
decided by the organizers after all applications have been received. 
This new method of selling specific sites instead of space means that 
the first to apply will obtain the best sites. Secondly, applications 
will be handled by specially trained staff in Board of Trade Regional 
Offices so that the firm gains the benefit of readily available advice 
and assistance on the spot. 

Potential exhibitors are being reminded that the cost of showing at 
the B.I.F. is much less than that of comparable displays at other big 
trade exhibitions. 


Advantages of Booking Early 


Not only will the first applicants be able to choose the best sites but 
exhibitors who delay their space booking until after the middle of 
October may be too late to be mentioned in the advance catalogue. 
25,000 copies—a record number—of this list of exhibitors and their 
products will be distributed well in advance of the Fair to business 
men all over the world. In previous years many exhibitors have 
secured valuable inquiries and orders from publicity in this catalogue 
before the Fair even opened. 


More Home Publicity 


Funds for publicity for both London and Birmingham sections 
of the 1954 Fair will be greater than in any previous year and this 
increase will be used to build up publicity for the Fair at home. 
Present plans are to spend more than £20,000 on press advertising

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Imports of Synthetic Yarns and Fibre 
from Dollar Sources 


HE Board of Trade announce in Notice to Importers No. 582 

that, in order to assist manufacturers to extend the range of their 
exports of textiles, they are willing to consider applications for licences 
to import from dollar sources limited quantities of particular synthetic 
yarns and fibre of types not at present produced in the United 
Kingdom. 

Licences will be issued to those applicants who, on the basis of past 
performance or other relevant considerations, are most likely in the 
view of the Board of Trade to achieve this end. 

Applicants will be required to undertake to export initially at least 
50 per cent. of the imported yarn or fibre after processing in the 
United Kingdom and should forward with their applications, which 
should be made on Form I.L.B./A. obtainable from the Import 
Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, 43 Marsham Street, London, 
S.W.1, a statement to the effect that they are prepared to comply 
with this requirement 


Sweden Sees Latest British Cottons 


EN of London's leading mannequins arranged to fly to Sweden on 

Wednesday to model British cotton dresses at a fashion parade at 
the Grand Hotel, Stockholm. The parade, organized by the Cotton 
Board, was a preview of next season’s cotton fashions, specially 
designed for the Cotton Board by members of the Incorporated 
Society of London Fashion Design ersand leading wholesale makers-up. 

The fashion parade is part of a double event. Fifteen firms have 
collaborated with the Cotton Board in a joint display on two stands, 
forming a major exhibit in the Britsh Pavilion at the St. Erik’s Fair, 
Stockholm, which opened last Saturday and will continue until 
September 6. More than 300 fabrics are being shown—dress fabrics; 
shirtings and pyjama cloths, Ventiles, velvets and corduroys and other 
men’s fabrics ; and a group of furnishing fabrics.

Union of Manufacturers, are co-operating with the Fair management 
to drive home the truth that “‘ B.I.F. means business.”

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Index Numbers of Import and Export Prices 


HE import price index in July at 87 (average for 1952=100) and of trade in 1952 and this series of index numbers is designed to 
the export price index at 96 were both unchanged compared with measure short term movements in prices. Longer term changes 
June and the terms of trade index—the ratio of import to export can be measured by the annual average value index numbers. The

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United Kingdom Official Exhibit 
at Vienna Fair 


HERE WILL again be an official British Government stand at the 

International Autumn Fair which is to be held in Vienna from 
September 6 to 13, 1953. This will be in addition to participation 
by individual British firms in the commercial sections of the Fair. 

The Fair, which will be the 34th of its kind, is being organized by 
the Wiener Messe Aktiengesellschaft (The Vienna Fair Company)— 
represented in Great Britain by the British-Austrian Chamber of 
Commerce, 29 Dorset Square, London, N.W.1. It covers an area 
of nearly 162,500 square metres and is attended each year by about 
half a million people. 

The central theme of the British Government stand (which 
measures twelve metres by six metres) was inspired by the success of 
the British Mount Everest Expedition. 

Dominating the stand will be a large scale model of Mount Everest, 
constructed by the craftsmen of a London firm of designers and 
modellers, working in collaboration with Mr. Eric Shipton, the famous 
Himalayan explorer, and the Royal Geographical Society. "The model 
shows clearly the successful western route partially explored for the 
first time by Mr. Shipton and his party during the 1951 reconnaissance, 
used for the 1952 Swiss attempts, and again by Colonel Sir John Hunt 
in the successful bid to conquer the mountain. The route taken by 
the successful team, including camp sites, is plotted in detail. The 
model, which is placed in the centre of the stand and is visible from all 
gangways, measures 9 ft. 2 in. by 8 ft. 6 in. overall, and was made to a 
scale of 10 inches to the mile. 

All the other exhibits on the stand will be of equipment and clothing 
similar to that used by the expedition and made by British firms. 
Two lay figures will be dressed in types of clothing used by members 
of Colonel Sir John Hunt’s team—everything from vests and socks 
to windproof suits and goggles—one figure bearing a portable trans- 
mitting and radio receiving set. 

On the left of the stand will be sited a large display of such varied 
exhibits as a medicine pack, manila and nylon ropes, a section of 
aluminium alloy ladder, oxygen equipment and a pressure cooker, as 
well as a pack containing concentrated foodstuffs. Other interesting 
exhibits are special assault boots (one of which is mounted in half 
sections to show the special construction), and an aneroid barometer 
normally used in aircraft for meteorological information, but used by 
the Expedition for physiological information. 

To complete the picture, a bivouac tent will stand against a back- 
ground of snow and sky. 

Many leading British companies have taken their own stands at 
the Fair. Such diverse industries as those producing office appliances, 
motor cycles and cycles, tyres, leather, wines and spirits, foodstuffs, 
photographic materials, tractors, domestic electrical appliances and 
machinery of many kinds, are represented by 75 firms. 


Time Limit for Compensation Claims on 
British Property Interest in Japan 


AS ANNOUNCED in the Board of Trade Journal (page 61) on 
July 12, 1952, the Treaty of Peace with Japan makes provision for 
compensation for loss of or damage to property of Allied Powers 
which was in Japan on December 7, 1941, and which was destroyed 
or damaged as a result of the war in Japan. Such compensation is 
claimable in respect of movable or immovable property which has 
been returned to the owner’s control in a damaged state or which is 
not returnable because it has been lost or destroyed. 

British subjects who wish to make such claims aré reminded that 
they must be lodged with the Japanese Government before October 18, 
1953. Anyone who does not already know the procedure for lodging 
claims should apply without delay to the Administration of Enemy 
Property Department, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, 
W.C.1.

Imports of Tomatoes in August 


IT WAS announced in the Board of Trade Journal on January 31, 
1953 (page 197) that, subject to the supplies being available from home 
production, a quota of 2,300 tons of tomatoes could be imported 
during the month of August. This quota was increased to 3,300 
tons on August 14. (See last week’s Board of Trade Journal, page 393). 

The Board of ‘Trade announced on Monday that the August 
imports had now reached this quantity and they had decided in 
consultation with the Ministries of Food and Agriculture, to suspend 
imports from midnight on that day. Any consignment of tomatoes 
which was shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise to have been despatched to the United Kingdom on or 
before August 24 would be admitted. 


Customs Declaration for Parcels Posted 
to Canada 


THE Postmaster-General announces that a single Customs declaration 
may now be used for any number of ordinary (uninsured) parcels 
posted simultaneously from one sender to one addressee in Canada. 

The total number and the total value of the parcels forming a 
consignment should be shown on the Customs declaration. In 
addition, the sender should number the parcels consecutively and 
should indicate on each parcel the number of parcels forming the 
consignment. For instance, if the consignment consists of three 
parcels, the parcels should be numbered 1/3, 2/3 and 3/3 respectively

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Oil Suction and Discharge Hose 


The 1948 edition of the British Standard for oil suction and 
discharge Kose with built-in nipples for 100, 150 and 200 Ib. sq. in. 
pressures has been revised (B.S. 1435 : 1953) to meet the changing 
requirements of the petroleum industry. It is intended primarily 
to cover heavy duty requirements, e.g. tanker loading and discharge, 
bunkering, etc. 

The revised standard covers rough and smooth bore hose with 
smooth external finish, with a range of inside diameters from 2 in. 
to 12 in. and a range of standard lengths from 10 ft. to 30 ft. (except 
for 12 in. hose, where the maximum is 25 ft.) of five types, including 
ordinary and submarine uses. It specifies construction and materials 
other than rubber and provides for performance and sample destruction 
tests and marking. 


Further British Standards will be issued at a later date covering 
hoses for higher pressures and for lighter duties. Price 2s. 6d. 


Methods for the Analysis of Iron and Steel 


Part 2: Determination of nickel in permanent magnet alloys. 

Part 4: Determination of aluminium in permanent magnet alloys. 

Part 5: Determination of copper in permanent magnet alloys. 

Part 29: Determination of sulphur in basic steelmaking slags 
(gravimetric method). 

The first three of these British Standards (B.S. 1121) are revisions 
of editions published some five years ago. Part 29 is new. Each 
part specifies the apparatus and reagents required and the procedure 
for analysis and standardization. 


The principle of the method for the determination of nickel in 
permanent magnet alloys is the removal of copper, as copper sulphide, 
from a reduced solution of the alloy. Nickel is then precipitated with 
dimethylglyoxime and determined cyanometrically. The method is 
applicable within the range of 7 to 35 per cent. of nickel. The 
reproducibility is + 0:10 per cent. with 15 per cent. of nickel and 
+0-20 per cent. with 30 per cent. of nickel. 

The principle of the method for determining aluminium in 
permanent magnet alloys is to remove interfering elements by 
electrolysis using a mercury cathode and by precipitation with 
cupferron. Aluminium is precipitated with 8-hydroxyquinoline 
and determined either gravimetrically or volumetrically. The 
method is applicable within the range of 5 to 15 per cent. of 
aluminium with a reproducibility of + 0-15 per cent. of aluminium. 


The principle of the method for the determination of copper in 
permanent magnet alloys is to precipitate the copper, with hydrogen 
sulphide, from a reduced solution of the alloy and finally to determine 
the copper iodometrically, The method is applicable within the 
range of 0:5 to 8-0 per cent. copper. Reproducibility is + 0-10 per 
cent. with 8 per cent. of copper and + 0-05 with 5 per cent. of copper, 

The principle of the gravimetric determination of sulphur in basic 
steelmaking slags is to convert the sulphur compounds in the slag to 
sulphate in the presence of a powerful oxidizing agent and an alkali 
salt. The siliceous residue is filtered off and any sulphur present is 
extracted. ‘The total sulphur is precipitated by barium sulphate. 
The method can be applied to all basic steelmaking slags and gives a 
reproducibility of + 0-015 per cent. Price 2s. (Parts 2, 5 and 29) 
and 2s. 6d. (Part 4).

A new “ Buyers’ Guide to Plastics Materials ”’ has been published 
by the British Plastics Federation to help home and overseas buyers 
generally. 

Whilst not exhaustive, this 44-page booklet is claimed to cover 
all the more important plastics materials produced in Great Britain, 
An interesting feature is that the booklet cover is laminated with a 
thin sheet of cellulose acetate—a plastics usage which ensures that 
the cover will keep permanently clean and withstand considerable 
hard-handling without deterioration. 

Each of the 17 sections has a note of the more important uses of 
the material concerned, the names and addresses of the member- 
firms supplying it, and the trade names used. All are indexed 
separately for easy reference.

Review of Economic Situation in Europe 


The latest United Nations publication “ Economic Bulletin for 
Europe ” Vol. 5, No. 2, reviews the economic situation in eastern 
and western Europe during the first quarter of 1953. In the case of 
eastern Europe, however, a preliminary analysis is given of develop- 
ments during the second quarter. Special articles in this issue include 
one on post-war experiments in national income forecasting in the 
United Kingdom, the Netherlands and Scandinavia, and another 
on developments in trade between eastern and western Europe from 
1951 to 1952.

In the case of overseas companies, however, 
the statements have been abridged so as to limit the size of the 
publication. 
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Trade Between U.K. and Canada

summarizing briefly the factors which influence trade between the 
United Kingdom and Canada. There is also an article on British 
woollens in the American market. Other features include a list of 
exhibitors of British woollen textiles at the Canadian National Exhibi- 
tion in Toronto, and a section on the many kinds of striped materials 
now being used in clothing for men and women. ‘“The Ambassador”’ 
is published monthly from 49 Park Lane, London, W.1., and the 
yearly subscription rate is £2 5s.

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for Linen Piece-goods from 


the United Kingdom 


A revised Market Digest on the sale of Linen Piece-goods in Canada has been prepared by the United Kingdom Trade 

Commissioner Service in Canada and distributed by the Special Register Information Service of the Board of Trade. A 

summary of the digest is given below.

NANADA, which has virtually no linen piece-goods manufacturing 
A ar ommen has always been dependent on imports to satisfy the 
bulk of the market’s requirements. ‘There is at present only one 
Canadian firm which has ever made anything even slightly resembling 
all-linen piece-goods material. 

Imports into Canada of linen piece-goods have always been pre- 
dominantly from the United Kingdom (principally Northern Ireland). 
In 1938 the United Kingdom’s proportion of the total was 88-4 per 
cent. The post-war proportion has steadily decreased until in 1952 
only 55-8 per cent., by value, of linen piece-goods imported into 
Canada came from the United Kingdom. Since the termination of 
the war, Poland and Czechoslovakia have emerged as competitors. 
However, the picture has materially changed since the imposition, 
in the latter half of 1952, of dumping duties on imports of towelling, 
woven fabrics, etc., from these two countries, 

The demand for most linen piece-goods is more or less continuous 
throughout the year, with perhaps the exception of linen dress goods 
which have two principal seasons—one for the making up of women’s 
dresses for Canadian summer wear and the other for women’s dresses 
and suits for Canadians who spend their winters in the warmer 
climates of Florida, Bermuda, etc. 

For the summer dress trade, samples are shown and orders placed 
in the preceding autumn for delivery early in January so that dress 
manufacturers’ salesmen may show their ranges to retail buyers who 
want delivery in the late spring. For the winter dress trade buying 
is done in the spring or early summer so that dresses may be made up 
and orders booked for autumn delivery to retailers. 


Design and Styling 
The principal linen piece-goods sold in Canada are linen towelling, 
dress goods, and embroidery linen. There is only a very small 
demand for linen materials used in the making of household linen 
goods such as sheets, tablecloths, towels, etc., because (a) there are 
practically no Canadian manufacturers of such goods ; and (b) very 
few Canadian women make such articles themselves from materials 
bought retail. ‘This absence of a market for piece-goods of the house- 
hold linens type is, of course, compensated for by the large volume and 
wide variety of made-up articles imported. 

Linen towelling for dish and glass towels and roller hand towels is 
a big seller in Canada. Large quantities of this 17 inches wide 
towelling are sold by the yard by department stores and other retailers 
for housewives who prefer to make their own hemmed towels. Border 
stripe and checked materials are favourites for everyday use, but there 
is also a fair demand for more colourful designs for “ special 
occasion ’’ towels or where the Canadian housewife is fastidious enough 
to insist that even her dish towels tone in with the general colour and 
design scheme of her kitchen. Considerable quantities of this 
towelling are also used by Canadian women in the making up of 
kitchen curtains, and for this purpose the more elaborate designs are 
constantly being sought. ; 

Roller towelling, in plain or single border stripe, is used in some 
institution, hospital, hotel and public building washrooms. 

The Canadian market for dress linens has been reduced to a 
considerable extent by the availability of cheaper rayon and cotton 
mixture materials which, in addition to their lower cost, are adaptable 
to a much wider range of design and novelty effects than linen dress 
materials. ‘There seems little doubt, however, that many women 
who prefer plain colours or more subdued designs, provided their 
dresses or suits are smartly tailored, will continue to favour linen. 

Hand embroidering of their own tea and tray cloths, place mats, 
glass towels, etc., is popular amongst some Canadian women, and 


retail stores are large buyers of this material which is sold in the 
required widths and lengths to their housekeeping customers. 

Embroidery linen is also imported by several Canadian jobbers who 
cut up the material into required sizes and do stencilling of designs 
on the pieces which are sold to retailers. 

In addition to these principal requirements of the Canadian market, 
there is a demand for waterproofed linen material for covering fibre 
suit cases, etc. ; linen canvas for the garment-making trade ; and 
linen damask, linen sheeting, etc. 


How the Business is Done 


For goods sold through the retail trade, the larger department 
stores do most of their ordering and importing from the United 
Kingdom through their own London buying offices or specially 
appointed buying agents there. Sales to Canadian manufacturers, 
such as the users of dress linens, are mainly made by resident agents 
or Canadian branch sales offices of linen piece-goods manufacturers, 
although in some cases these Canadian firms periodically send buyers 
to the main centres of their sources of supply. Contacts by resident 
agents or branches are maintained, however, with both the department 
stores and manufacturers who do much of their buying direct, and 
these agents in most cases receive commission on sales to such 
customers, irrespective of whether orders are placed directly or through 
the Canadian representative. Sales to wholesalers who supply the 
smaller retailers are also made by these representatives, although the 
volume of business with the wholesaler in linen piece-goods is small. 

There is little importation indirectly through intermediaries such 
as United Kingdom merchant firms. ‘The more important Canadian 
buyers insist on direct import from actual manufacturers. Smaller 
retail buyers, if forced by their comparatively small requirements ta 
obtain their supplies through an intermediary, prefer to buy from a 
Canadian wholesaler from whom they can get quick delivery in 
small lots. 

Some branch sales offices of United Kingdom manufacturers carry 
a certain amount of stocks, but individual agents generally book orders 
for direct shipment from their principals to their customers. Whole- 
salers dealing in linen piece-goods carry limited stocks. Most 
Canadian importers like to have c.i.f. destination quotations, but some 
prefer to work on f.o.b. port of shipment prices on which they base 
their own laid down costs. 


Agents’ Commissions 


Agents’ commissions vary, but are seldom less than 4 per cent. 
Some agents claim that it is impossible for them to make a living from 
commissions on linen piece-goods sales alone and that they are forced 
to carry other Canadian or United States textile lines to make their 
business pay. Wholesalers apply a mark-up of between 15 per cent. 
and 20 per cent. and the smaller retailers supplied by them add their 
own mark-up of about 50 per cent. Department stores usually 
operate on a mark-up ranging between 60 per cent. and 70 per cent. 

In the last Report issued it was stated that linen dress materials 
were too high in cost in comparison with most other light dress 
materials. Since then, United Kingdom prices for these have come 
down and they now sell well in the $1-69 to $1-98 price range. ‘There 
is practically no competition in all-linen dress goods, but rayon and 
linen mixtures, which are claimed to be more crease-resisting than 
pure linen, give them a run for their money where pure linen is a 
fair bit dearer. Where prices are more comparable, pure linen will 
usually be given the preference.

Market in Canada for U.K. Linen Piece-goods—(Cont'd.) 


The United Kingdom has the big advantage of being the traditional 
supplier of linen piece-goods and linens generally to the Canadian 
market. ‘‘ Irish linen ”’ automatically suggests to a Canadian the idea 
of quality, good appearance and durability. ‘Through branch sales 
offices and long-experienced dependable agents, the interests of United 
Kingdom manufacturers have been assiduously served throughout the 
years. A continuance of, or possibly in some cases, an improvement 
in this co-operation between principals and Canadian representatives 
is necessary if the United Kingdom’s large share of the market is to 
be maintained. 

Reference has already been made to substitute materials, many of 
them made in Canada, which are ousting linen as a prime favourite. 
The growing competition by imports from other countries, which has 
tended in post-war years to reduce the United Kingdom proportion 
of total imports, has also been mentioned. The need is, therefore, 
evident for renewed concentration on every angle of the Canadian 
market, with particular emphasis on deliveries, prices and new types 
and designs of fabrics, particularly in dress linens and in towellings, 
which might tend to counteract the growing competition of other 
materials. ‘The younger generation in Canada are not particularly 
concerned with durability, but more with appearance and attractive- 
ness. Styling above all is of paramount importance—and must be 
such as is acceptable in this market. 


Syrian Compulsory Trade Marks 


THE Board of Trade have received further information from Syria 
on the requirement for certain chemical and pharmaceutical products 
to bear compulsory trade marks. A new interpretation reveals that, 
contrary to the statement in the article on page 72 of the Board of 
Trade Journal of July 11, 1953, those marks which were registered 
under the previous Decree (published in the Board of Trade Journal 
on March 28, 1953, page 647) are not to be re-registered, but the 
supplementary documents required must be submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Protection of Commercial and Industrial Property within 
the same time limit (September 30, 1953).

The Netherlands and Yugoslavia 


if ER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at ‘The Hague have reported that 

a new ‘T'rade Agreement between the Netherlands and Yugoslav 
governments covering trade for the period July 1, 1953, to July 1, 1954, 
was signed in Belgrade on July 10, 1953. 

Dutch exports to Yugoslavia will include agricultural products, 
oils and fats, nitrogenous fertilizers, insecticides, pneumatic tyres, 
textile yarns, colours, paints and dyes, chemicals and pharmaceuticals, 
industrial diamonds, metallurgical products, incandescent lamps, radio, 
television and telephone equipment, electronic and scientific measur- 
ing instruments, medical and scientific apparatus, wire and cables, 
electrical and non-electrical machinery and apparatus, machine and 
hand tools. 

Among the Yugoslav exports to the Netherlands are horses for 
@iaughter, maize, dried fruits, plaster, lead, zinc, timber manu- 
factures of wood, tobacco, magnesite, pyrites, tanning extracts, 
chemicals, polyvinyl powder, refractory bricks and building manu- 
factures, small hides and skins and leather goods, hemp and hemp 
tow.

Finland and the Belgo-Luxembourg 


Economic Union 


HE MAJEST'Y’S representative in Helsinki has reported that a 

supplementary protocol to the trade agreement of November 6, 
1945, between Finland and The Belgo-Luxembourg Economic 
Union covering the period June 1, 1953, to May 31, 1954, was signed 
in Helsinki on July 30, 1953. ‘This protocol provides for an exchange 
of goods valued at 1,500 million Belgian francs (£10,700,000). 

Exports from Finland to the B.L.E.U. will include timber and 
timber products, paper, cardboard, pulp, cellulose, cheese, telegraph 
poles, machinery and miscellaneous goods. 

Exports from the B.L.E.U. to Finland will include agricultural 
and alimentary products, iron products, metal, engineering and 
electrical industry products, chemicals and fertilizers, textiles, leather 
antl leather goods, glass and glassware, rubber, non-ferrous metals, 
stone and sand and miscellaneous goods.

Czechoslovakia and Austria 


A PROTOCOL to the Trade Agreement of October 29, 1948, was 
initialled by a Mixed Austro-Czech Commission in Vienna on 
July 3, 1953. 

New quota lists for goods to be exchanged have been drawn up to 
cover trade for the period from November 1, 1952, to December 31, 
1953. 

Czech exports to Austria will include sugar, potatoes, clays, coal, 
machine tools, machinery and various chemicals. 

Austria is to export to Czechoslovakia mainly iron and steel, 
including manufactures thereof, ball and roller bearings, machinery 
and various chemicals. 


Egypt and India 


TRADE AGREEMENT between Egypt and India which had 
been initialled in May was signed in Cairo on July 8. ‘The agree- 


A 


ment provides that the two countries will grant each other complete 
most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of customs duties, 

Raw cotton, cotton yarn, phosphates, gypsum, flax, dry dates, rice 
straw and goat skins are among the Egyptian products to be exported 
to India. 


India will supply Egypt with a wide range of goods in- 
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cluding tea, coal, vegetable oils, jute goods, textiles, machinery, iron 
and steel goods, electrical goods, dyes, pottery and bicycles. Import 
licences will whenever necessary be granted freely according to the 
laws and regulations applicable. 

Payments arrangements were agreed by an exchange of letters 
annexed to the agreement. India will pay for imports from Egypt 
60 per cent. in sterling and 40 per cent. in rupees and the rupees will 
be used to pay for Egyptian imports from India. 

The agreement will be effective as from June 1, 1953 and will 
remain in force until modified or terminated by either party giving 
three months notice.

Greece and U.S.S.R. 


HE MAJESTY’S Ambassador in Athens reports that an Agreement 
on Trade and Payments between the Kingdom of Greece and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics was signed in Athens on July 28 
and remains in force for one year. 
Payments are to be made through a clearing account which will 
allow a “ swing ”’ of one million dollars in favour of either party. 
Greece will export to the Soviet Union tobacco (5,000 tons) ; 
cotton (1,000 tons) ; rice (500 tons) ; laurel leaves (1,000 tons) ; 
and miscellaneous products, including olive oil and sponges ($500,000). 
The Soviet Union will export to Greece fuel oil (‘‘ Mazout ’’) 
(300,000 tons) ; anthracite (10,000 tons) ; timber (45,000 c.m.) ; 
dyestuffs ($200,000) ; codfish and caviare, including red caviare 
($250,000) ; and miscellaneous products, including chemicals and 
pharmaceuticals ($500,000). 


Argentina and U.S.S.R. 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires has reported that 

a Trade and Payments Agreement between Argentina and the 
Soviet Union was signed in Buenos Aires on August 5, 1953. The 
official text is not yet available, but it is reported in the Argentine 
press that the Agreement covers an exchange of goods valued at 
75 million United States dollars each way in the first year. In 
addition, provision is made for the import into Argentina of Soviet 
capital goods including oil-field and coalmining equipment, railway 
material, electric generating equipment, and tractors and agricultural 
machinery. 

Other Soviet goods mentioned are crude oil, petroleum products, 
coal, iron and steel, dyestuffs, pharmaceutical products, precision 
instruments and railway equipment. Argentine products are said 
to include wool, hides and skins, quebracho extract, linseed oil, 
meat and meat products and cheese. 


Peru and Switzerland 


A COMMERCIAL Agreement between Peru and Switzerland was 
signed in Lima on July 20, 1953. The two parties engage to grant 
each other unrestricted most-favoured-nation treatment in all matters 
related with commerce, and also in international payments connected 
with commercial, financial and other exchanges between the two 
countries. 

The Agreement is of indefinite duration but may be denounced by 
either party giving not less than three months’ notice. It is subject 
to ratification by both parties.

Indian Import Trade Control 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New Delhi has 
forwarded copies of various Notifications which amend India’s 
import licensing regulations as follows : 


Synthetic Resins 


In view of the doubts that have arisen as to the types of synthetic resins 
that can be classified under Serial Nos, 116 and 116a of Part V of the L.T.C. 
Schedule and the consequent difficulties experienced by importers in 
clearing consignments against Open General Licence No. XXIX, it is 
notified for information that all types of synthetic resins, solid or liquid, 
except those described in the succeeding paragraph are covered by Open 


General Licence No. X XIX. 


Synthetic resins in semi-liquid form, containing volatile solvents which 
can be easily separated from the resins: these are really varnishes which 
can be imported only against licences for Serial No. 34—-37/V. Similarly, 
** Dispersions ” and ‘‘ Emulsions "’ of synthetic resins, are also not classified 
as synthetic they are properly classified under Serial No. 34—-37/V 
and can be imported only against import licences for that item. 

Since hardeners are an essential accompaniment of synthetic resins, it 
has, as a special case, been decided to permit the import of hardeners against 
Serial Nos. 116 and 116A in Open General Licence No. XXIX, provided 
the hardeners are imported along with a corresponding quantity of synthetic 
resins.

Importers of synthetic resins in liquid or semi-liquid form will be required 
to furnish proof to the Customs to enable them to judge whether the 
imported stores fall under Serial Nos. 116 and 116A. ‘They are advised to 
produce before the Customs Authorities a certificate from the suppliers or 
manufacturers of the product, giving the chemical name of the synthetic 
resin and certifying that the solvent contained therein has gone into its 
composition and the product is not made up of the resin thinned out with 
the solvent after manufacture. Public Notice No. 123 I.T.C.(P.N.)/52 
of November 22, 1952 (see Board of Trade Journal of December 20, 1952) 
is cancelled.

Australia 


Quarantine Restrictions on Pottery Crates 


WITH reference to the notices about “ Australian Quarantine of 
Goods infected with Wood Wasps ”’ which appeared in the Board of 
Trade Journal on March 7, 1953, and June 27, 1953, the High Com- 
missioner for Australia in London now advises that he has received 
a communication from the Department of Health, Canberra. 

This relates to the negotiations which have been proceeding over 
the past year with United Kingdom pottery exporters, importers in 
Australia and Commonwealth Plant Quarantine authorities regarding 
the type of crate used for packing crockery for importation to Australia, 


The Department of Health states that neither chestnut nor sycamore 
may be used for “ rods’ or “‘ twisters ’’’ and that all timber used in 
the framework shall be entirely free from bark and also free from 
Sirex and other insect pests. ‘The very thin bark on the “ twisters ”’ 
need not be removed. 


The British Pottery Manufacturers’ Association has indicated that 
its members will attach to each invoice of goods sent to Australia a 
certificate from the crate makers that :— 


(a) the timber used in the manufacture of the crate in which the 
goods specified in the relevant invoice are packed is good 
quality fresh clean oak, birch, hazel or alder ; 


(b) no sycamore or chestnut has been used in its manufacture ; 


(c) the bark has been removed from all timber used for the frame- 
work and such timber is entirely free from infestation by Sirex. 


This certificate will be accepted by the Department of Health but 
the value of the certificate can only be proven by experience. If the 
Department finds that the quality is such that infestation by insects 
disappears, it will not be necessary to insist on treatment of crates 
at the port of arrival.
